In a dress’ she 
designed for the 1984 
Historical Days parade, 
Mrs. Lucy Wade Miller 
has many memories of 
life in early New Carli- 
sle. ‘As. Lucybelle 
Wade, she was a 
namesake of her Aunt 
Florabelle who married 
Lyman Egbert. 

The Egbert brothers, 
John, Paul, Jacob and 
Charles, came in 1830 
from New York State. 
Methodists, their fami- 
ly was active in the 
construction of the 
Methodist church at 
near-by Hamilton. In 
1834, Richard Carlisle, 
a relative of the Eg- 
berts, came also to 
Olive Township from 
Philadelphia. In 1835, 
he bought land from 
Lazarus Bourissa and 
platted the town of 
New Carlisle. 


The Wade family has 
their own history 
dating ~back to Col- 
chester, England. 
Wades are plentiful, 
according to Lucy, and 
during her travels she 
has met and visited 
with many Wades. 

Her grandparents Eli 
and Rebecca Wade had 
six girls and four boys. 
Enough children to pro- 
mpt them to hire a 
tutor for their lessons. 
Her grandfather was a 
stock buyer and the 
road north to his farm 
was named Wade 
Lane.Her father Charles 
moved his own family 
to many a town 
because of his 
business, but Lucy re- 
members with delight 
many visits to her 
aunts and family in 
New Carlisle. (See

Memories. ) 

A graduate of the 
high school in New 
Carlisle, in later years 
she lived with husband 
Arnold on their farm in 
New Carlisle. The 
Millers were the 
parents of five child- 
ren, three of whom 
survive, Jack, Arnold 
Jr., and Geraldine.

| JOINED THE ARMY AltR Corps OcToBer 28, 1940, IN NILES, MICHIGAN. 
On OctoBerR 30TH asouT 4:30 A.M. | LEFT NILES FOR DETROIT. | TOOK THE OATH 
THERE THAT DAY WITH SIXTY=TWO OTHER FELLOWS. AT 8:30 P.M. THIRTY=FOUR OF 
US FELLOWS LEFT DETROIT FOR JEFFERSON BARRACKS, MissouR!. THAT IS JUST 
ABOUT TWELVE MILES OUT oF ST. Louls, MissourR!. WE GOT THERE aT 9330 A.M., 
OCTOBER SIST. 


We LIVED IN TENTS THERE AND WE SURE HAD FUN. WE DION'T HAVE ANY 
KIND OF WORK OR ANYTHING To DO. WE SPENT A LOT OF TIME IN ST. Louts. 
WHEN WE WEREN'T aT TOWN WE WERE IN THE RECREATION HALL PLAYING CARDS, 
PING PONG, DANCING, OR MOST ANYTHING ELSE THAT POPPED INTO OUR HEADS. WE 
HAD A GREAT TIME THERE. WE WERE THERE UNTIL NoVEMBER 27TH. 


On NoVemMBER 28TH aBouT 12204 A.M. THERE weRE 843 OF US FELLOWS 
BOARDED THE TRAIN AND HEADED FOR SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA. 


IT TOOK TWO TRAINS WITH FIFTEEN CARS ON EACH TO TAKE US. EACH 
TRAIN HAD TWELVE PULLMANS, TWO MESS HALL CARS, AND ONE MAIL CAR. THE 
TRAINS WERE AN HOUR APART ALL THE WAY EXCEPT ONCE, AND THAT WAS WHEN WE 
PULLED INTO BELEN, NEw MEXICO FOR EXERCISES. 


THESE ARE THE STATES WE TRAVELLED THROUGH: MICHIGAN, INDIANA, 
ILLINOIS, Missourt, KANSAS, OKLAHOMA, NEW Mexico, ARIZONA, AND CALIFORNIA.’ 


We TOOK THE SOUTHERN SANTA FE TRAIL, BECAUSE IT WAS FASTER AND WARMER. IT 7 
TOOK US FIVE DAYS AND FOUR NIGHTS TO MAKE THIS TRIP. | WOULD LIKE TO TELL 

YOU ALL THE TOWNS WE STOPPED IN AND WHAT WE DID, BUT THAT WOULD TAKE TOO 

LONG. 


WE DION'T SEE MUCH IN MISSOURI AND KANSAS BUT PRAIRIES. IN OKLAHOMA 
WE SAW THE OIL WELLS. IN KANSAS, OKLAHOMA AND TEXAS THE HOUSES AND STORES 
WERE BUILT SO FUNNY. IN KANSAS AND TEXAS THEY WERE VERY SMALL AND LOW, 
BECAUSE OF THE DESERTS AND PRAIRIES. THEY HAD TO BE BUILT THAT WAY IN ORDER 
TO STAND THE STRONG WINDS.

IN OKLAHOMA THEY WERE VERY LONG, TALL, AND NARROW. ALMOST ALL 
OF THEM WERE PAINTED YELLOW TRIMMED IN WHITE, AND THEY LOOKED To BE 50 
TO 60 YEARS OLD. 


In NEw MExX1CO WE BEGAN TO RUN INTO MOUNTAINS. FROM THERE ON 
WE HAD MOUNTAINS ALL THE WAY. MOST OF THE TIME FROM THERE ON WE HAD TO 
HAVE TWO ENGINES ON EACH TRAIN, AND IT REALLY MADE THEM WORK. THEY MADE 
ONE SPECIAL STOP IN GALLUP, NEW MEXICO. WE WERE THERE ABOUT TWO AND A 
HALF HOURS. WE GOT OFF AND LOOKED THE TOWN OVER. IT WAS VERY INTERESTING, 
ESPECIALLY SOME OF THE ARCHITECTURE. IT 1S AN OLD INDIAN RESERVATION. 
IT'S THE OLDEST AND ONLY ONE LEFT IN THE UNITED STATES. IT'S CONSTRUCTED 
ON THE MAOUNTAIN SIDE. 


THERE ARE A LOT OF INDIANS ALL THROUGH THE MOUNTAINS. THEIR HOMES 
ARE CRUDELY BUILT. IT DOESN'T SEEM POSSIBLE THE WAY THEY BUILD THEM. THEY 
ARE ABSOLUTELY ROUND, AND WITH FLAT ROOFS. THEY TAKE POLES ABOUT FIVE INCHES 
IN DIAMETER ANDO SET THEM IN THE GROUND AND PLACE SOME ON THE TOP. THESE ARE 
PLACED ABOUT NINE INCHES APART. THEY TAKE SOME SORT OF A HEAVY VINE AND 
DRAW AROUND THEM. THIS IS PLACED ABOUT FOUR INCHES APART. THE SOIL 1S REAL 
RED AND SORTA LIKE CLAY WHEN WET. THEY MIX THIS UP INTO A PASTE AND PUT A 
LAYER ABOUT TWO INCHES ON, THEN PRESS STRAW INTO IT. THEY LET 1T ORY AND 
THEN ADD ANOTHER COAT. THEY ARE REALLY QUEER LOOKING ACCORDING TO OUR HOMES. 


In New MEXICO AND ARIZONA WE SAW HERD AFTER HERD OF SHEEP AND GOATS 
GRAZING ALONG THE FOOTHILLS. THE MOUNTAINS WERE SO PRETTY. WE TRAVELLED 
IN THE VALLEYS AS MUCH AS POSSIBLE.’ YOU"®D LOOK UP AT THE PEAKS AND THEY 
WOULD BE COVERED WITH SNOW, AND WHERE WE WERE THE SUN WAS SHINING AND SO 
WARM THAT WE HAD OUR SHIRT SLEEVES ROLLED UP. 


WE WENT PAST THE PETRIFIED FOREST IN ARIZONA. IT WAS VERY QUEER. 
THE TREES LOOKED LIKE ROCK. 


THE FIRST SIGHT OF REAL CIVILIZATION WE SAW AFTER WE LEFT MissouRti 
WAS AT VENTURA, CALIFORNIA. IT WAS ONE OF THE PRETTIEST CITIES WE SAW ON 
THE WHOLE TRIP. IT WAS BUILT FROM THE SEASHORE TO ALMOST THE MOUNTAIN TOPS. 
THERE WERE NICE PALM TREES, THE FLOWERS WERE IN BLOOM, AND THE FRUIT ORCHARDS 
WERE IN YIELD. IT SURELY WAS A BEAUTIFUL PLACE. 


JUST OUT OF VENTURA WE RAN INTO SOME OIL WELLS. AS FAR UP INTO THE 
MOUNTAINS THAT YOU COULD SEE WERE WELLS. YOU WON'T BELIEVE THIS, BUT THEY 
WERE EVEN BUILT OUT IN THE OCEAN. SOME WERE OUT AS FAR AS FIVE MILES. | 
WOULDN'T BELIEVE IT EITHER, IF | HAON'T SEEN IT MYSELF. 


INSTEAD OF THE TRAINS HAVING TO GO AROUND THE MOUNTAINS THEY HAVE 
TUNNELS THROUGH THEM. SOME OF THEM WERE FOUR AND FIVE MILES LONG. SEVERAL 
TIMES THE CARS WERE FILLED WITH SMOKE. THERE WAS ONE TIME THAT WE HAD TO GO 
OVER THE MOUNTAINS, BECAUSE IT WAS TOO FAR TO PUT A TUNNEL THROUGH. OUR 
ALTITUDE AT ONE TIME WAS 11,871 FEET ABOVE SEA LEVEL.

WE ARRIVED IN SAN FRANCISCO DECEMBER 31ST ABOUT NINE O'CLOCK. THEY 
TOOK uS To ForT McDoweLL. IT 1S ON ANGEL ISLAND. IT SETS OUT IN OAKLAND Bay. 
IT 1S NEAR Devit's ISLAND, OR ALCATRAZ AND TREASURE ISLAND. THEY ARE ALL IN 
THE OAKLAND Bay. 


AT NIGHT WE SAT OUT ON A HILL AND LOOKED AT THE LIGHTS OF FRISCO, 
WATCHED THE CARS CROSS THE GOLDEN GATE BRIOGE, AND THE SAN FRANCISCO-OAKLAND 
Bay BRIDGE WISHING WE WERE OVER THERE. THE OAKLAND BRIDGE IS SUPPOSED TO BE 
THE LONGEST BRIDGE IN THE WORLD. IT IS ELEVEN MILES LONG. IT RUNS FROM 
FRISCO TO TREASURE ISLAND, AND ON ACROSS TO OAKLAND. THE BRIDGE 1S REALLY 
BEAUTIFUL WHEN LIGHTED UP, 


WE WERE THERE THREE DAYS. WE LEFT DECEMBER 5TH ABOUT 8:30 A.M. FOR 
Hawalt. | CAN SAY ONE THING, AND THAT !S THAT | HAVE BEEN UNDER THE GOLDEN 
GATE, BECAUSE IT 1S THE GATEWAY TO THE OCEAN. 


WE DION'T SEE MUCH ON OUR BOAT TRIP. ABOUT ALL WE SAW WERE A FEW 
WHALES, SHARKS AND FLYING FISH. WE ONLY SAW THREE PASSENGER SHIPS, A FREIGHTER, 
AND A SUBMARINE ALL THE TIME WE WERE ON THE WATER, AND THAT WAS SIX DAYS AND 
FIVE NIGHTS. 


We aARRiveo iN Hawatt, DeEcemBeR | ITH ABOUT 6:00 P.M. WE ARE AT HICKAM 
FieLo, THE U.S.'S LARGEST AIR CORPS FIELD. IT 1S JUST SIX MILES OUT OF 
HONOLULU. HONOLULU IS ON THE ISLAND OF OAHU. THERE ARE EIGHT ISLANDS IN THE 
HAWAIIAN TERRITORY. I'LL NAME THEM ACCORDING TO THEIR SIZE, STARTING WITH THE 
LARGEST ONE. Hawait, Maui, OaHU, KauAl, MoLoKat, MItHAN, LONAI, AND 
| CAN'T THINK OF THIS ONE. 





NONE OF THEM ARE VERY LARGE. Hawaltt tS ABOUT 350 MILES AROUND. OAHU 
is [17 miLes. tT 1S ALMOST ALL OWNED BY THE U.S. 


THERE ARE FIVE LARGE AND THREE SMALL INFANTRY FIELDS, AND TWO AIR 
CORPS FIELOS HERE BESIDE PEARL HARBOR. IT 1S THE LARGEST NAVAL PORT IN THE 
WORLD. UNITED STATES COULD PUT ALL HER SHIPS AND HALF OF ENGLAND'S IN IT. 
We ARE JUST A MILE FROM IT. THERE 1S ABOUT 105,000 FELLOWS OF ALL THREE 
MILITARY FORCES ON JUST THIS ISLAND. I| THINK THE ISLANDS ARE PRETTY WELL 
PROTECTED. WHAT DO YOU THINK? 


WE MADE A TRIP AROUND THE ISLAND ABOUT THREE WEEKS AGO. THE FIRST 

- PLACE WE WENT WAS KOLE KoLe Pass. THIS LED UP TO ONE OF THE MOUNTAIN PEAKS. 
RIGHT ON THE TOP WAS A HUGE ROCK WITH A RUDE KNIFE ON IT. BACK IN THE NATIVES’ 
RELIGIOUS DAYS WHEN THE VOLCANOES WERE ACTIVE AND WERE ABOUT TO ERUPT, THE KING 
WOULD TAKE YOUNG GIRLS AND WOMEN UP THERE AND CUT THEIR HEADS OFF JUST TO 
SACRIFICE THEM TO THE GoDS, BECAUSE THEY THOUGHT THAT WOULD KEEP THEM FROM 
ERUPTING. IT WAS A HORRIBLE LOOKING PLACE. 


THE NEXT PLACE WE WENT WAS THE MORMON TEMPLE. THIS WAS WHERE ALL THE 
NATIVES WENT TO CHURCH. THEIR FIRST PRIEST IS BURIED INSIDE THE TEMPLE. JUST 


BEHIND THE TEMPLE ARE FOUR POOLS WHERE THEY BAPTIZED THEIR PEOPLE. UP ABOVE

THE POOLS 1S THE CHURCH. IT IS A VERY BEAUTIFUL PLACE. 


THE NEXT STOP WAS THE PALI. THIS 1S A ROAD THAT LEADS AROUND THE 
MOUNTAIN. IT'S HEIGHT 1S 3,000 FEET. THE TOP 1S FLAT AND 1S ABOUT SEVENTY= 
FIVE FEET SQUARE. THE KING USE TO TAKE ALL OF HIS ENEMIES AND THE PEOPLE 
HE HATED UP THERE AND THROW THEM OFF. 


WE THEN WENT TO THE BLO HOA. THIS WILL BE HARD TO EXPLAIN, BUT | 
WILL TRY. THE MOUNTAINS ARE SOLID ROCK. AT THIS PARTICULAR SPOT THEY RUN 
OUT INTO THE OCEAN. RIGHT AT THE FOOT 1S A FLAT SPACE ABOUT FORTY FEET LONG 
AND TWENTY-FIVE FEET WIDE. RIGHT IN THE CENTER 1S A RATHER LARGE HOLE. WHEN 
THE SURF COMES IN AND HITS THE ROCKS, ITS FORCE 1S SO STRONG THAT 1T FORCES 
THE WATER UP THROUGH THE HOLE. IT SPURTS WATER ABOUT A HUNDRED AND FIFTY 
FEET INTO THE AIRe IT GOES OFF ABOUT EVERY TWO MINUTES.

OuR LAST STOP WAS AT KO KO HEAD OR DIAMOND POINT. THIS IS AN INACTIVE 
CRATER OR VOLCANO. THE GOVERNMENT OWNS IT, BECAUSE IT 1S THE OUTMOST POINT 
OF THE ISLAND. THEY HAVE A LOOKOUT TOWER THERE AND ALL SORTS OF GUNS. THIS 
POINT 1S ABOUT SEVEN MILES OUT OF HONOLULU. THEY HAVE ONE GUN THERE THAT HAS 
BEEN SHOT JUST ONCE. IT WAS SO POWERFUL THAT IT SHOOK THE WINDOWS OUT OF THE 
HOMES IN HONOLULU. AT THE BOTTOM OF THIS CRATER 1S CAVES THAT LEAD INTO THE 
INTERIOR. IT 1S VERY BEAUTIFUL INSIDE. AT EACH ENTRANCE IS GUARDS WITH 
MACHINE GUNS, AND THEY MEAN BUSINESS. 


NO CIVILIANS ARE ALLOWED WITHIN A MILE OF THERE, AND IF THEY ARE CAUGHT 
WITH PICTURES OF IT, THEY GET A PRISON SENTENCE. WE CAN GO OUT THERE ANY TIME 
WE FEEL LIKE IT. 


THERE 1S SWIMMING BEACHES ALL AROUND THE ISLAND. WIAKIK! 1S THE 
GREATEST ATTRACTION. EVERYBODY LIKES IT THERE, BECAUSE IT 1S CALMER THAN 
ANY OTHER BEACH. YOU CAN WALK OUT ABOUT TWO MILES ON THE SAND BAR, AND ALL 
AT ONCE THERE 1S A DROP, AND THE DEPTH ALONG THERE !S THREE MILES AND SOME 
FEET. 


THEIR CHIEF CROPS ARE BANANAS, KO KO NUTS, PAPAIA, POMEGRANTES, SUGAR 
CANE, AND SPINACHe | SUPPOSE YOU WONDER WHAT SOME OF THESE ARE. WELL, KO KO 
1S ABOUT THE SAME AS COCONUTS, EXCEPT THEY ARE A BIT SMALLER AND BETTER. 


PAPAIA 1S VERY HARD TO EXPLAIN, BECAUSE IT 1S NEITHER A FRUIT, VEGE- 
TABLE OR MELON. IT 1S A COMBINATION OF THEM ALL. IT tS SHAPED LIKE A GREEN 
SQUASH, AND IT'S ABOUT THE SIZE OF A GRAPEFRUIT. IT'S YELLOW WHEN RIPE. THE 
MEAT 1S MEALLY LIKE A MELON AND IS VERY SWEET. IT PRODUCES A JUICE IN THE 
CENTER THAT 1S CROSSED BETWEEN ORANGE, PINEAPPLE AND GRAPEFRUIT. IT 1S VERY 
DELICIOUS. THEY GROW ON TREES, AND THEY DON'T GET TO BE MUCH MORE THAN TWENTY 
FEET TALL. EACH TREE PRODUCES ABOUT A HUNDRED AT A TIME, AND THEY ARE ALWAYS 
iN BLOOM.

Dear Mrs Miller and Family, 

Received your Easter card and was very glad to hear from you. I 
also received the school paper. It sounded like Calvin Sharp was the 
main fellow on the team this year, 

They held open field here last Monday being that it was Army Day. 
There was sure an auful crowd on the field. It has been the first time 
they have allowed any one on the field. We are getting so many new planes 
here every day and besides that they have an auful lot of things here 
that they don't want any one to see or talk about. We had a test blackout, 
here not so long ago. It took in about three hundred square miles and it 
was quite an experience to witness, I don't think the time will ever 
come when they will have to have blackouts, but they sure aren't taking 
any chances now days, 

I got a letter from Bob Jones and he told me that he was going to 
enlist in the Mechanics school so there is a small chance that he might 
get sent down here, 

I am planing on a furlough again in June, but as gften as they change 
their minds around here you can never be sure of any thing. We are sure 
entitled to one though. It will be just eight months next Monday since 
we left home, That is sure a mighty long time in the Army. 

It is auful warm here now and I suppose it will be so hot that we 
won't hardly be able to stand it before long now, It has been raining 
very hard here the last couple of days. In fact so hard that the streets 
here on the post were so flooded that it would go over our shoe tops 
when ever cated’ to cross them, 

A post order came out this week stating that every one would change 
to their summer uniforms the 18th of this month, so that gives you an 
idea of the weather here. Tell every one hello and I'll be glad to hear

Sees Suicide Dive 

One of the slugs hit the deck 
uncomfortable close to where he 
was standing, Lieut. Green said. 
From his grandstand seat he saw 
one of the Japanese planes make 
a suicide dive into an American 
ship. 

He was clad only in his pajamas 
at the time and wore them all 
during the attack, being roused 
from his bed by the covey of Jap 
planes which swept down on the 
ship. 

“We were on the other side of 
the island and when the attack- 
ing planes hit us they had com- 
pleted their attack and were only 
strafing and so did not do much 
damage,” Lieut. Green said. 

“As we pulled out of the har- 
bor we were attacked by a Japa-~ 
nese submarine and we sunk it, 
Most of casualties were, on the 
other side of the island and the 
torpedo planes were our biggest 
concern,” 

Lieut. Green is an officer in 
charge of sounding gear for locat- 
ing enemy submarines, Watching 
torpedoes go by is one of his many 
thrills and during his days spent 
on Pacific waters his ship has 
>| dodged “‘a lot of fish” as he terms 

the enemy torpedoes,

Saw Tiny Subs 

He said he saw several of the 
two-man submarines with which 
the Japanese attacked and also 
the one which washed up on the 
peach, pictures:of which have been 
printed extensively in American 
newspapers. 

One of his prize souvenirs is a 
piece from the panel of a Japanese 
plane shot down at Pearl Harbor. 
He also has returned with a num- 
ber of Hawaiian magazines and 
several small “hula” dolls with 
grass skirts. 

“You seldom see a real Ha- 
waiian hula donce any more,” he 
says, “although when you do it is 
really a scene you will remember 
for some time.” ;

Dear Lucy, 

I was happy to find your letter in the heap 
that greeted me upon my return yesterday. True, 
there was a moment of remorse when I eeaawe res by 
& little quick mental calculation that you were one 
of those I didn't see while I was home, but by this 
time I have more or less become accustomed to my in- 
adequacies--Army life teaches you that you can never 
live up to all that is expected. Just to make up 
for that little bit of neglect, you're about the 
first to get a letter from me. Though, why in the 
H--- I should think a letter makes up for L% I 
don't know. A little more of my screwy reasoning, 

I guess, 

Your letter contained several questions. Being 
on the shiftless sidexz, I never get around to answer- 
ing them. You see, one was "How do you like the 
Army?" It's much easier to say "SWELL" and pop a 
panty button in my enthusiasm than to write a book 
on the subject. Kidding aside, I have no complaints, 
except that I don't like to make my bed--I don't like 
to eat my dinner at 5 p.m.--I don't like to go to 
bed at 11 o'clock, etc. On the credit side there are 


many good things, and, in general I am quite content. 


The furlough was very nice, and while my work 
was kept up fairly well there remained the usual odds 
and ends for me to take care of, so this first day 
hasn't been too pleasant. Leaving the Army for ten 
days is sticking your neck out for trouble. Every- 
thing has changed--new men, new officers, and even a 
new way to make my bed. They have been raising the 
dickens about clothing arrangement and cleanliness 
in the barracks. I walked right into a cleaning spree 
that included scrubbing and washing windows. Just as 
if it wasn't bad enough to come back without all that? 

My trip back was uneventful, and what could I 
say about the scenery of Kansas and Oklahoma? Be- 
sides, there was a most luscious red-head across 
the aisle from me and I had a cinder in my right eye 
so I had to look that way didn't I? That just about 
takes care of the trip--or doesn't it? 

We have been having quantities of rain here. 

The skies simply open up and turn their vengeance on 
us. It's warm; theres no snow or ice, so maybe we 
have nothing to complain about. 

Looking back I discover that this has run near- 
ly ae pages with nothing said. I haven't the time 
nor the inclination to punish you further tonight.

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THE FAMOUS DALLES OF THE ST. CROIX RIVER 
And the Inter-State Park 


Taylors Falls, Minnesota 


The Inter-State Park or Dalles of the St. Croix River occupies about 720 acres on the 
Minnesota and Wisconsin banks of the river. This was the first Inter-State Park established 
in the United States, and the second park to be established in Minnesota's State Park system. 


Taylors Falls is on State Highway No. 8 about 50 miles from the Twin Cities of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul. The Inter-State Park may also be reached from St. Paul over 
State Highway 61 to Wyoming, thence on No. 8 to Taylors Falls. No. 95 from Hastings 
through Stillwater, Marine-on-the-St. Croix, Taylors Falls and west to St. Cloud. On the 
Wisconsin side St. Croix Falls is on Wisconsin State Highway No. 85 which runs from 
Hudson to Superior and Duluth. Both towns are on the scenic highway through Friendly 
Valley. The park is located in one of the richest historical localities in the state. George H. 
Hazzard of St. Paul, father of the park, started the movement to preserve its scenic and 
geologic features in 1895. The Northern Pacific Railroad serves Taylors Falls, and the Soo 
furnishes rail transportation to St. Croix Falls. 


The region’s chief scenic and geologic interest is the vertical ledges of rock towering more 
than a hundred feet above the level of the stream. An extensive outcrop of _Keweenawan 
rock barrier has been cut through by the river in the course of time. These strange formations 
have been named Devil's Chair, Devil’s Kitchen, Maltese Cross, Indian Head, Eagle’s Nest, 
re nu Angle Rock, Giant’s Footprints, etc. Here are the largest Glacial Kettles in 

e world. 


The ideal way to see the Famous Dalles is by the Boat Ride. The Muller Boat Company 
conducts scenic launch trips, and rents boats and canoes by the hour, day, or week, and for 
trips to Stillwater. At the Showboat Inn by the bridge overlooking the St. Croix River soft 
drinks may be obtained, or one may enjoy a delicious dinner or a light lunch, 

. Ras the Showboat Inn you will also find the largest line’ of “Post Cards, Souve —Etc:; 
in town. 


On the Minnesota side is an extensive area of pot or kettle holes, ranging in size from a 
few inches in diameter and depth to large cisterns up to 30 feet in diameter and 60 feet in depth. 
This formation is rare and the formations seen at the Dalles are products of the glacial period 
showing what erosion through running water can do to volcanic rock. A forest formation covers 
these rocks which are of volcanic origin the furtherest east from the Rocky Mountains. Two 
species of pine, oak, elm, ash, birch, maple are common as well as butternut, basswood, aspen, 
cherry and willows. On the exposed trap rock the vegetation is largely of lichens and mosses. 
On the Wisconsin side is a heavily forested hillside with numerous springs and marshy piaces 
where skunk cabbage, calla lily, water hemlock and saxifrage are common. Wild animals are 
limited in this park due to its proximity to the two towns. 


The Minnesota side has ideal picnic and camping grounds, with good fishing and boating 
facilitiés. On the Wisconsin side, across the steel Inter-State bridge below the gorge, is 
Wisconsin’s part of the park. A quarter of a mile north along the river road are the trout pools 
of the Wisconsin State Fish Hatchery, the largest in the world. The concrete tanks are terraced 
on a green side hill and have a constantly flowing stream from cold spring brooks furnishing 
always fresh pure water for the trout ranging from fingerlings up to ® ’ood size and in one of 
the pools you_Wi Albino Trout, white as milk. = 


Above St. Croix Falls is a lake extending 11 miles up the river to Nevers Dam, and a golf 
course is on the Wisconsin side. Fishing is good in both the upper and lower river and the 
boatmen know the best spots. 


The “Old Man of the Dalles” is said to be the most nearly perfect profile of man found in 
nature carved rock in gigantic size. 


The pot holes or ‘‘Giant Kettles’? number more than 100 and within them have been found 
fragments of the ancient drift, four different kinds, from one well. The gray presumably came 
from the Red River of the North; the red from the Lake Superior region and the blue and con- 
glomerate from other localities which shows that this section was covered by several ice sheets. 


Both sides of the river below the Falls have much to interest the tourist scenically. At 
Osceola, 9 miles south, a friendly town of 800 people, can be had a splendid panorama from the 
unusually high precipitous bluffs of the river. Continue south and ferry across to Marine-on- 
the-St. Croix, which is but 22 miles south of Taylors Falls, and you will find a quaint little 
village of old New England style, nestled in a valley of its own about the center of Friendly 
Valley. Nine miles south of Marine is Stillwater, a pioneer town of Minnesota, and where the 
makings were founded of many early Minnesota’s millionaire lumbermen, and close by is the 
Minnesota’s Model State Prison.

The field itself is running pretty smoothly at the 
present time, When we came down here last August it was nothing but more 
or less a cow pasture and it was amazing to see how quick things began to 
take shape, Outside of the Air Plane hangers, every thing here is finished 
and they should be done within another month, 

We have our first class of students graduate the twenty sixth of this 
month, and from then on there will be nine hundred that will graduste every 
two weeks, so you can imagine the schooling {vacilites that they have. here.

Cousin in Hawaii 


Was Among Wounded in First

The following letter was re- 
ceived by Jack La Paugh, Bu- 
chanan, from his cousin, William 
B. Kyes, who is in the U. S, Army, 
stationed at Hickam Field, Ha- 
waii.

I have been here in the hos-

I recieved many nice and useful gifts.. Stationery, which has 
been somwhat of a problem over here, was more than welcome. If I 
ever take the time to put myself to it, I am going to give this 
Svationery a real work out.

We had a nice Christmas, that is for being away fromihome. I 
may be different than some boys, but I hardly think so.

We had two very 
good meals, fresh eggs and fresh potatoes for breakfast and real 
honest to goodness Turkey for dinner. We had a little orchestra 
that played during our evening meal. It was uice. They had a 
Christmas tree over in the main recreation hall and it helped to 
bring about the Christmas spirit a bite. 


Things are continually getting better. Perhaps I told you that 
we now have a large recreation hall. We have Ping-Pong tables, other 
table games, desks to write and a very nice library. Also have an 
indoor theater. Most all the pictures ave very old, but we enjoy 
them.

Dear Rev. Kieser, 


I was indeed surprised and happy to receive word from you. It surely is a 
great pleasure to get a letter from an old friend because it seems to recall so 
many memories of a pleasant past through your association with them. 


I have no doubt that a lot of the fellows whose names appear on the Church 
roll, share as I do a close relationship with you and Mrs, Kieser which could 
never be equaled by others since we feel that you where the ones who gave us such 
a good start on our road of Christian life. Yes, we were just kids then, but 
thru your influence and teaching you have molded into us something that will live 
with us the rest of our lives. For that we shall always be grateful. | 


Yes, I have no doubt that a great many fellows have forgotten the presence 
of God under these conditions, but through the efforts of our Chaplain we have 
been able to carry on with the worship of our religious faith even in the heart 
of these island jungles, 


One of the first things that we built here, partly from logs and some from 
lumber we where able to find, was a chapel, and believe me we are mighty proud of 
it. With a white pulpit and altar, with indirect lighting and a light blue curtain 
in the background, it is really beautiful.

We have seating for about 200 and the choir. We have a foot pedal organ, and 
before the service we have records playing church songs. | 


Below the cross on the front is this inscription: "This Chapel Erected and | 
Dedicated By American Men For fhe Preservation of Religious Faith. It is here for. 
use by all men who seek to worship Almighty God in their own way." 


Our services are held at 7:30 in the evening since it is necessary to carry . 
on the work through the day, 


We had the pleasure of ‘ cielne an Anglican missionary from Australia who has 
been on the island here teaching the natives for the past ten years. His name is 
Padre Newmen, His experiences are most interesting. One experience reminded me of 
a.movie I once saw in your church which concerned the Jap invasion of China. Here 
they killed eight out of twelve missionaries and all missions where leveled to the 

ground, Padre Newmen was forced to flee for his life. The boys in our outfit con-

At Tel Litwinsky a soldier on leave 
can write his own ticket. He can just 
read and sleep if he wants to. For $14 
he can take an all-expense tour of 
Palestine which would cost him $500 
as a peacetime tourist. He can loll on 
the Army’s private and fancy beach. 
Within 15 minutes he can be in the 
clean, modern city of Tel Aviv for as 
much hell-raising as suits him. 

The tours of the Holy Land are so 
carefully arranged that the soldier 
can even be baptized in the River 
Jordan if he wants to. A one-day trip 
costs $2, takes him to Jerusalem, 
Bethlehem, the Mount of Olives, the 
Garden of Gethsemane. A three-day 
trip covers all that, plus Nazareth, 
the Sea of Galilee, the Dead Sea and 
Jericho.

Dear Lucy:- 


Received your wonderful birthday card today and 
enjoyed it very much. Mother told me in one of her recent 
letters the work you were taking upon yourself to do. I 
think it is mighty fine and I know the boys will long re- 
member you for your thoughtfullness. 


In regard to the clipping you sent along from the 
Tribune about the air crash; it happened within a half mile 
of the hospital here where the Spokane Air Service Command 
put on a "Stay On the Job War Show" I did not witness the 
Show because I was working that day here at the office. We 
had several addmissions that day of people who attended the 
show. Some fainted at the time of the accident and a number 
were overcome with the heat as it was one of the hottest days 
of the year. This show was attended by some 100,000 people. 


I became station here at Baxter General Hospital 
due to the fact that I was injured on manauvers last fall in 
Oregon and my injuries did not permit me to go overseas with 
my company. I was a patient here seven months before I was 
formally transfered to this General Hospital Unit. I am worke 
ing in the Receiving and Disposition Office as a clerk-typist. 
It is quite interesting due to the fact that a lot of boys 
are now coming back from overseas and this is the office that 
interviews them in order to place them in the proper wards 
of the hospital. We also check their hospitalization records 
from General, Station and Evacuation Hospitals in the battle 
zones which tells us of what battles they were’ in and also 
the part they played in various invasions. These records are 
sent to Washington so that these boys may receive any citat- 
ions or decorations they may be entitled to. Just yesterday 
I interviewed a T/Set wnio was a gunner on a Flying Fortress. 
The crew landed in enemy territory after all four engines 
went out from AA fire but were fortunate enough to get back 
to Allied Fortifications before being captured. This happen- 
ed an hour before the first troops landed the beaches on D- 
Day at Cherbourg. All of the boys that we interview seem 
to be in wonderful spirits and of course glad to set back 
to the good old United States. 


| I guess that I had better sign off for now and get 
back to my duties. It would please me very much if you would 
read this letter to all the mothers that belongto your wonder- 
ful organization; one of which is my very dear mother who T 
know is proud to be one of you. 


Thanks again for the card; it was wonderful. The 
war news looks very good for the allies and I don't think 
that it will be long before your job of pleasing the boys 
with your nice cards will be at an end and they will all be 
home to thank you personally. Good luck and God bless you 
and all of the wonderful mothers of your fine organization,
